Other hsien were. continuing to send their men to Feochow. An estimated 


total of 20,000 men will be drew from regional army unite for ineearporation 


into field army units. 


In late September the Fukien Military District and 10 Arny Group headquar= 
ters transferred 300 health service workers from army units to Foochow, 
fron where they were sent on 3 October in groups to various localities in 
north and west Fukien to assist local health orgenizations in their ef~ 
forts to eliminate the plague, influenza and other infectious diseases. 
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
